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REMARKS 

In a Communication dated December 11, 2002, the Office noted that this 
application failed to comply with the requirements of the sequence rules. Specifically, 
the Office noted that while the paper copy of the sequences contained only sequences 
1-64, the CRF contains sequences 1-68. 

It appears that applicants may have inadvertently submitted an incomplete paper 
copy of the sequence listing (missing the last two pages) when this divisional application 
was filed September 26, 2000. Applicants submit with this response a complete copy of 
the sequence listing containing sequences 1-68. Support for the 68 sequences recited 
in the sequence listing can be found in the originally-filed application. 

Applicants declare that the computer readable form in this application is identical 
with that filed in application Serial No. 08/472,928, (hereinafter "the '928 application"). 1 
Therefore, applicants request, in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(e), that the first- 
filed computer readable form filed in the '928 application be used as the computer 
readable form for the instant application.
